The declaration was prepared 
in expectation of the resumption 
of disarmament negotiations, sus- 
pended since June 1960 because 
of a Soviet walkout. | 

It called on ‘‘the negotiating |

“outline program” into an agree- | 
ment for general and complete 
disarmament, continuing

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., 
Sept. 25 (UPI). 
Following is the text of Pres- 
ident Kennedy's address to 
the United Nations General 
Assembly: 
E meet in an hour of grief 
and challenge. Dag Ham- 
marskjold is dead. But the 
United Nations lives on. His 


tragedy is deep in our hearts, | 
but the task for which he died | 


is at the top of our agenda. A> 
noble servant of peace is gone. 
But the quest for peace lies be- 
fore us. 


The problem is not the death 
of one man—the problem is the 
life of this organization. It will 
either grow to meet the challenge 
of our age—or it will be gone 
with the wind, without influence, 
without force, without respect. 
Were we to let it die—to enfeeble 
its vigor—to cripple its powers— 
we would condemn the future. 

For in the development of this 
organization rests the only true 
alternative to war—and war ap- 
peals no longer as a rational 
alternative. Unconditional war 
can no longer lead to uncondi- 
tional victory. It can no longer 
serve to settle disputes. It can | 
no longer be of concern to great 
powers alone. For a _ nuclear 
disaster, spread by winds and 
waters and fear, would well en- 
gulf the great and small, the 
rich and the poor, the committed 
and the uncommitted alike. Man- 
kind must put.an end to war—or 
war will put an end to mankind. 

So let us here resolve that Dag 
Hammarskjold did not live—or 
die—in vain. Let us call for a 
truce to terror. Let us invoke the | 
blessings of peace. And, as we 
build an international capacity to 
keep peace, let us join in dis- | 
mantling the national capacity 
to wage war. 

II. 

This will require new strength 
and new roles for a new United 
Nations. For disarmament with- 
out checks is but a shadow—and 
a community without law is but 
a shell. Already the United Na- 
tions has become both the meas- 
ure and the vehicle of man’s 
most generous impulses. Already 
it has provided—in the Middle 


Fast. in Africa, in Asia—a means 
of holding violence within 
bounds. 


But the great question which 
confronted his body in 1945 is 
still before us — whether man’s 
cherished hopes for progress and 
freedom are to be destroyed by 
tactics of terror and disruption 
—whether the “foul winds of 
war’ can be tamed in time to 
free the cooling winds of rea- 
son—and whether the pledges ol 


our charter are to be fulfilled 
or defied: pledges to secure 
peace, progress, human rights 


and respect for world law 

In this hall there are not three 
forces, but only two. One 
composed of those who are try- 
ing to build the kind of world 
described in Articles | and I] 
of the Charter. The other, seek- 
ing a different world, would un- 
dermine this organization in the 
process. 

One Leader—Not Three. 

Today of all days our dedica- 
tion to that Charter must be 
strengthened, It must be 
strepigthened first of all, by the 
selection of an outstanding civil 
servant to carry forward the re- 
sponsibilities of the secretary 
general—a man endowed with 
both the wisdom and the power 
to make meaningful the moral 
force of the world community 
The late Secretary General nur- 
tured and sharpened the United 
Nations obligations to act. But he 
did not invent it. It was there in 
the Charter. It is still here in the

Charter. 
However difficult it will be 
to fill Mr. Hammarskjold’s 


place, it can better be filled 
by one man than by three. 
Even the three horses of the 
troika did not have three driv- 
ers, all going in different di- 
rections.

peace, Whatever advantages 
such a plan holds out to my 
country, as one of the great 
powers, we reject it. For we far 
prefer world Jaw, in the age of 
self-determination, to world war, 
in the age of mass extermina- 
tion. 
IIT. 
Today, every inhabitant of this 


planet must contemplate the day 
when it may no longer be habit- 
able. Every man, woman and 
child lives under a_ nuclear 
Sword of Damocles, hanging by 
the slenderest of threads, cap- 
able of being cut at any moment 
by accident, miscalculation or 
madness. The weapons of war 
must be abolished before 
abolish us. 

Men no longer debate whether 
armaments are a symptom 
cause of tension. The mere 
istence of modern weapons 
ten million times more destruc- 
tive than anything the world has 
ever known, and only minutes 
away from any target on earth 
—is a source of horror, of dis- 
cord and distrust. Men no long- 
er maintain that disarmament 
must await settlement of all dis-

putes — for disarmament must 
be a part of any perman- 
ent settlement. And men no 
longer pretend that the quest 
for disarmament is a sign of 
weakness — for in a spiralling 
arms race, a nation’s security 
may well be shrinking even as 
its ‘arms increase 

Matter of Life or Death. 

For 15 years this organization 
has sought the reduction and 
destruction of arms. Now that 


goal is no longer a dream—t 
a practical matter of life 
death. The risks inherent in dis- 
armament pale in comparison to 
the risks inherent in an unlim- 
ited arms race, 

It is in this spirit that the re- 
cent Belgrade conlerence—recog- 
nizing that this no longer a 
Soviet problem or an American 
problem, but a human problem— 
indorsed a program of ‘‘general 
complete and strictly and inter- 
nationally controlled disarma- 
ment.”’ It is in this same spirit 
that we in the United States have 
labored this year, with a new 
urgency, and with a new, now 
statutory agency fully indorsed 
by the Congress, find an ap- 
proach to disarmament which 
would be so far-reaching yet 
realistic, so mutually balanced 
and beneficial, that it could be 
accepted by every nation. And it 
is in this spirit that we have pre- 
sented to the Soviet Union—under 
the label both nations now ac- 
cept of “general and complete 
disarmament’’—a_ statement of 
newly-agreed principles for ne- 
gotiation. 

But we are well aware that 
all issues of principle are not 
settled—and that principles 
alone are not enough. It is 
therefore our intention to chal- 
lenge the Soviet Union, not to 
an arms race, but to a peace 
race—to advance with us step 
by step, stage by stage, until 
general and complete  dis- 
armament has actually been 
achieved. We invite them now 
to go beyond agreement in 
principle to reach agreement 
on actual plans. 


The program to be present- 
ed to this assembly—for gen- 
eral and complete disarma- 
ment under effective interna- 
tional control—moves to bridge 
the gap between those who 
insist on a gradual approach 
and those who talk only of the 
final and total achievement. 
It would create machinery to 
keep the peace as it destroys 
the machines of war. It would 
proceed through balanced and 
safeguarded stages designed 
to give no state a military ad- 
vantage over another. It 
would place the final respon- 
sibility for verification and 
control where it belongs—not 
with the big powers alone, not 
with one’s adversary or one’s 
self—but in an international

It would assure that indis- 
pensable condition of disarma- 
ment — true inspection — in 
stages proportionate to the 
stage of disarmament. It would 
cover delivery systems as well 
as weapons. It would ulti- 
mately halt their production as 
well as their testing, their 
transfer as well as their pos- 
session. It would achieve, un- 
der the eye of an international 
disarmament organization, a 
steady reduction in forces, both 
nuclear and conventional, until 
it has abolished all armies and 
all weapons except those need- 
ed for internal order and a new 
United Nations peace force. 
And it starts that process now, 
today, even as the talks begin. 
In short, 
disarmament must no longer be 
a mere slogan, used to resist the 
first steps. It is no longer to be 
a goal without means of achiev- 
ing it, without means of verify- 
ing its progress, without means 
of keeping the peace. It is now 
a realistic plan, and a test—a 
test of who is only willing to talk 
and who is also willing to act.

Such a pan would not bring a 
world free from conflict or 
greed—but it would bring a world 
free from the terrors of mass 
destruction. It would not usher 
in the era of the super-state— 
but it would usher 


in an era in 
which no state could annihilate 
or be annihilated by another. 


Recalls Baruch Plan. 

In 1945, this nation proposed 
the Baruch plan to international- 
ize the atom before other nations 
even possessed the bomb or de- 
mobilized their troops. We pro- 
posed with our allies the dis- 
armament plan of 1951 while still 
at war in Korea. And we make 
our proposals today, while build- 
ing up our defenses over Berlin, 
not because are inconsistent 
Or insincere or intimidated, but 
because we know the rights of 
free men will prevail—because 
while we are compelled against 
our will to rearm, we look con- 
fidently beyond Berlin to the kind 
of disarmed world we all prefer

We also proposed a mutual ban 
on atmospheric testing, without 
inspection or controls, in order 
to save the human race from 
the poison or radioactive fallout. 
We regret that that offer was 
not accepted. 

For 15 years we have sought 
to make the atom an instrument 
of peaceful growth instead of 
war. But for 15 years our con- 
_cessions have been matched by 
‘obstruction. Our patience has 
‘been rewarded = with intransi- 
gence. And the pleas of man- 
kind have been met with dis- 
regard. 

Finally, as the explosions of 
others beclouded the skies, my 
country was left no alternative 
but to act in the interests of its 
own and the free world’s secu- 
rity. We cannot endanger that 
security by refraining from test- 
ing while others improve their 
arsenal. Nor can we endanger 
it by another long, uninspected 
ban on testing. For three years 
we accepted those risks while 
seeking agreement on inspection. 
But this year, 
negotiating in good faith at Ge- 
neva, others were secretly pre- 
paring mew experiments in de- 
struction. 

Our tests are not polluting the 
atmosphere. Our deterrent wea- 
pons are guarded against acci- 
‘dental explosion or use. Our

Summary of Program. 

But to halt the spread of these 
terrible weapons, to halt the con- 
tamination of the air, to halt the 
spiralling nuclear arms race, we 
remain ready to seek new ave- 
nues of agreement. Our new dis- 
armament program thus includes 
the following proposals: 

First, signing the test ban 
treaty, by all nations. This 
can be done now. Test ban ne- 
gotiations need not and should 
not await general disarmament 
talks. 


Second, stopping the produc- 
tion of fissionable materials 
for use in weapons, and pre- 
venting their transfer to any 
nation now lacking nuclear 
weapons. 


Third, prohibiting the trans- 
fer of control over nuclear 
weapons from seeding new bat- 
now own them. 

Fourth, keeping nuclear 
weapons from seding new bat- 
tlegrounds in outer space. 

Fifth, gradually destroying 
existing nuclear weapons and 
converting their materials to 
peaceful use; and 
Finally, halting the unlimited 
testing and production of stra- 
tegic nuclear delivery vehicles, 
and gradually destroying them 
as well, 


V 
To destroy arms, however, is 
not enough. We must create 
even as we destroy — creating 


world-wide law and law enforce- 
ment as we Outlaw world-wide 
war and weapons. In the world 
we seek, United Nations emer- 
gency forces which have been 
hastily assembled, uncertainiy 
supplied and inadequately fi- 
nanced will never be enough. 
Therefore, the United States 
recommends that all member 
nations earmark special peace- 
keeping units in their armed 
forces to be on call to the 
United Nations—to be specially 
trained and: quickly available— 
and with advance provision for 
financial and logistic support: 


In addition, the American dele- 
gation will suggest a series of 
steps to improve the United Na- 
tions’ machinery for the peaceful 
settlement of disputes—for sn- 
the-spot fact-finding, mediation 
and adjudication—for extending 
the rule of international law. For 
peace is not solely a military or 
technical problem—it is primari- 
ly a problem of politics and 
people. And unless man can 
match his strides in weaponry 
and technology with equal 
strides in social and political de- 
velopment, our great strength, 
like. that the dinosaur, will 
become incapable of proper con- 
trol—and man, like the dinosaur, 
will decline and disappear. 

VI. 

As we extend the rule of law 
on earth, so must we also extend 
it to man’s new domain: Outer 
space, 

All of us salute the brave cos- 
monauts of the Soviet Union. The 
new horizons of outer space must 
not be driven by the old bitter 
concepts of imperialism and 
sovereign claims. The cold 
reaches of universe must not be- 
come the new arena of an even 
colder war.

To this end, we shall urge pro- 
posals extending the United Na- 
tions Charter to the limits of 
man’s exploration in the uni- 
verse, reserving outer space for 
peaceful use, prohibiting weap- 
ons of mass destruction in Space 
or on celestial bodies, and open- 
ing the mysteries and benefits 
of space to every nation.

It is absurd to allege that we 


are threatening a war merely 
| to prevent the Soviet Union and 


East Germany from signing a 
so-called “treaty” of peace. The 
Western Allies are not concerned 
with any paper arrangement the 
Soviets wish to make with a 
regime of their own creation, on 
territory occupied by their own 
troops and governed by their 
own agents. No such action can 
affect either our rights or our 
responsibilities. 

If there is a dangerous crisis 
in Berlin—and there is—it is 
because of threats against the 
vital interests and the deep 
commitments of the Western 
powers, and the freedom of 
West Berlin. We cannot yield 
these interests. We cannot fail 
these commitments. We can- 
not surrender the freedom of 
people for whom we are re- 
sponsible. A “peace treaty” 
which would destroy the peace 
would be a fraud. A “free 
city” which would suffocate 
freedom would be an infamy. 

For a city or a people to be 
truly free, they must have the 
secure right, without economic, 
political or police pressure, to 
make their own choice and to 
live their own lives. And as I 
have said before, if anyone 
doubts the extent to which our 
presence is desired by the 
people of West Berlin, we are 
ready to have that question 
submitted to a free vote in all 
Berlin and, if possible, among 
all the German people. 

The elementary fact about this 


crisis is that it is unnecessary 
‘ The elementary tools for a 
peaceful settlement are found in 
the charter Under its law, 
agreements are to be kept, un 
less changed by all those who 


made them. Established rights 
are to be respected. The political 
disposition of peoples should rest 
upon their wishes, freely ex- 
pressed in plebiscities or free 
elections. If there are legal prob- 
lems, they can be solved by legal 


means. If there is a threat of 
force, it must be rejected. If 
there is desire for change, it 
must be subject to negotiation 
And if there is negotiation, it 
must be rooted in mutual 
respect and concern for the 
rights of others, 


The Western powers have 
calmly resolved to defend, by 
whatever means are forced up- 
on them, their obligations and 
their access to the free citizens 
of West Berlin and the self- 
determination of those citi- 
zens.

but to act in the interests of its 
own and the free world’s secur- 
ity,”’ the President said. ‘‘We 
cannot endanger that security 
by refraining from testing while 
others improve their arsenal. 
Nor can we endanger it by an- 
other long, uninspected ban on 
testing. For three years we ac- 
cepted those risks while seeking 
agreement on inspection. 

‘But this year, while we were 
negotiating in good faith at Ge- 
neva, others were secretly pre- 
paring new experiments in de- 
struction.” 

Other Points. 

He listed the other parts of the 
disarmament program as: 

‘Second, stopping the produc- 
tion of fissionable materials for 
use in weapons, and preventing 
their transfer to any nation now 
lacki ng nuclear weapons. 

‘Third, prohibiting the transfer 
of control over nuclear weapons 
to states that do not own them, 

‘Fourth, keeping nuclear 
weapons from seeding new battle 
grounds in outer space 

“Fifth, gradually destroying 
existing nuclear weapons and 
converting their materials to 
peaceful uses; and 

‘Finally, halting the unlimited 
testing and production of stra- 
tegic nuclear delivery vehicles, 
and gradually destroying them 
as well.”’ 

Pact Won't Affect Rights. 
On Berlin, the President said 
it was absurd to allege that the 
United States is threatening a 
war merely to prevent the Soviet 
Union and East Germany from 
signing a _ so-called treaty of 
peace. Such a treaty, he added, 
would not affect. “‘either our 
rights or our responsibilities’’ in 
the divided city. 

‘“‘We are committed to no rigid 
formality,” he declared. ‘‘We 
see no perfect solution, We rec- 
ognize that troops and tanks 
can, for a time, keep a nation 
divided against its will, however 
unwise that policy may be. But 
we believe a peaceful agreement 
is possible which protects the 
freedom of West Berlin and Allied 
presence and access while recog- 
nizing the historic and legitimate 
interests of others in assuring 
European security.”

independent states since World 
War Il. In response to their 
protests against Western colo- 
nialism, he said less than 2 per 
cent of the world’s population 
now lives under such rule.

120,000 reservists who will! go on! 


active duty next month was at- 
tributed by the Army yesterday 
to a new program emphasizing 
physical fitness. 


The Army cited also new train- 


ing methods and the improved 
readiness of the reservists thanks 
to their increased civilian prep- 
arations. The service said train- 
ing time had been shortened by 
eliminating some drills, 
monies and formal inspections. 

In addition, new equipment has 
helped speed the training sched- 
ule. For example, helicopters now 
are used for many tasks formerly 
assigned to trucks, jeeps and 
personnel carriers 

The Army said that despite the 
shortened training period its men 
will be given nmgorous training 
with special attention to their 
physical fitness. 

“The program on physical fit- 
ness will stress exercises de- 
signed to increase individual ca- 
pabilities in long-distance walk- 
ing, crawling and ‘dodge and 
run’,” the Army said. 

It said new techniques of coun- 
ter-guerrilla warfare would be an 
important training objective. 

All units will undergo training 
to prepare them for operations in 
the desert, jungle, mountain or 
Arctic regions.

Kennedy Not Satisfied—Some of His 
Advisers Urging Stress on Use of 
Power in National Interest, Less Con- 
cern With Opinions of Other Nations.

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ASHINGTON, Sept. 25. 


PRESIDENT KENNEDY has reached a critical point in his 


Administration’s relations, 


not only with the Soviet Union, but 


with the Allies, the neutrals, the United Nations and the Repub- 
lican political opposition at home. 
For the first eight months of his Administration he has been 


trying to reach an accommodation with these forces. 


He has 


sought some common ground with the Soviet Union on nuclear 
testing, disarmament and Germany. He has tried to increase 


the authority of the United Nations, improve the procedures =| 


consultation with the Allies, be responsive to the opinion of the | 
neutrals and avoid divisive internal battles with the Republicans, 
particularly in the field of foreign relations. 


The President is not satisfied 
with the results. Mr. Kennedy, 
who is a highly practical poli- 
tician facing a congressional 
élection in 1962, is now evaluat- 


ing his assumptions and the ac- | 


tions of the Russians, the United 
Nations, the neutrals and the 
Republicans. 

The expected end of the Con- 
gress this week provides a 
chance for reflection and re- 
view. The Berlin crisis and the 
constitutional crisis at the United 
Nations have forced a reapprais- 
al. The President is beseiged 
with advice on all these major 
relationships with the East and 
West and the Republicans, and, 
while nobody knows what course 
he will follow, the general out- 
lines of the issues and advice 
under discussion can be defined. 

UNITED STATES-SOVIET 

RELATIONS 

The President's preoccupation 
{n his relations with the U.S.S.R. 
is how to avoid a miscalculation 
in Moscow of Washingtons’ inten- 
tions over Germany. The Presi- 
dent tried to make clear to Pre- 
mier Khrushchev at their meet- 
ing in Vienna in June that, while 
the United States was willing to 
negotiate some changes in the 
status quo, it would not tolerate 
the destruction of the freedom 
of the people of West Berlin. 

Mr. Kennedy came away from 
that meeting convinced that 
Khrushchev was not prepared 
for a rational discussion of what 
was and was not negotiable, but 
that Khrushchev felt, probably 
on the basis of Washington’s rec- 
ord in Cuba and Laos, that the 
United States, and particularly 


the other Western Allies, would | 


not fight for Germany and that, 
therefore, Moscow could be ex- 
tremely bold in pressing its de- 
mands. 

This may or may not be the 
{mpression Khurshchev intended 
to leave with the President, but 
this is the impression he did 
leave: That Moscow was con- 
vinced it could force the German 
solution it wanted and that the 
West would accept even a hu- 
miliating defeat rather than 
fight.

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Chairman Swidler’s Lapse 


Joseph C. Swidler’s first major pronounce- 
ment since becoming chairman of the Fed- 
eral Power Commission—that the commission 
should “push forward” with the area method 
of regulating natural gas prices at the well- 
head—is both a sad and a surprising disap- 
pointment. He leaves his commitment to this 
method in some possible doubt, by saying his 
views on pricing are “subject to change with- 
out notice in the light of additional informa- 
tion and changing circumstances.” But mean- 
while he is going ahead with one of the most 
questionable judgments of a prior commission 
that largely discredited itself as a public 
watchdog. 

The notion of establishing prices by areas 
rather than by the traditional method of in- 
dividual cases, company by company, was 
first broached a year ago by the commission 
when it was composed of members and 
headed by a chairman reluctant to regulate 
natural gas prices at all. 

The best that could be said for the idea was 
that it was an attempt to reduce the workload 
of natural gas cases to manageable bounds. 
But it was a method which, as we said at the 
time, was lazy and defeatist in approach, and 
offered to do little more than create an illu- 
sion of regulation where no regulation ex- 
isted. 

Like the predecessor commission, Mr. Swid- 
ler is vague as to how the area method would 
operate. Since it represents a departure from 
the traditional method, which involved deter- 
mination of the cost of service, it is virtually 
bound, however, to find one of its principal 
bases in prevailing prices. 

Chairman Swidler insists that area prices 
would not be designed to protect the “margi- 
nal, inefficient or unlucky producer.” But 
since costs vary not only from company to 
company but also from field to field and even 
among wells in a single field, an area price 
would by its very nature have to cover the 
costs of the highest-cost producer if the com- 
mission were not to be responsible for run- 
ning him out of business. And what might be 
only a fair return for the highest-cost pro- 
ducer might be an extravagant return for 
the lowest-cost producer in the same area, 
or excessive returns for the middle-cost com- 
panies. For all this the consumers of natural 
gas would eventually pay, with the approval 
of the regulatory agency charged with pro- 
tecting them against unreasonable prices. 

With the FPC’s desire to reduce its work- 
load of natural gas cases we are in complete 
sympathy. We believe it can be done by ex- 
empting the multitude of small independent 
producers, at least until the commission finds 
out whether it can ever expect to get around 
to them, and concentrating on the principal 
cases affecting large numbers of consumers. 

At the same time, the area method strikes 
us as both unfair and ineffective—an attempt 
to apply a common denominator to a large 
group of irreconcilably diverse cases for 
which no common denominator exists. We 
hope the new chairman’s further considera- 
tion of FPC’s responsibilities to consumers 
will lead him to change his pricing views. 


Upgrading the Ozarks 

Missouri and the people of the Ozarks will 
benefit from Secretary of the Interior Udall’s 
suggestion that the status of a National Park 
be given to the Current, Eleven Point, and 
Jack’s Fork region. Mr. Udall for the first 
time has enjoyed the beauty of the Ozark 
hills and forests and fished the clear, free- 
flowing streams. He knows the outdoors and 
is at home in an old pair of pants with a 
fishing rod in his hand. The importance of 
preserving the wilderness beauty of the 
Ozark Rivers for all Americans now is not lost 
on him. 

But before this can be done, as Mr. Udall 
pointed out, all members of the Missouri Con- 
gressional delegation. must be behind legisla- 
tion to create a National Park in the Ozarks. 
Mr. Udall has offered to confer with Republi- 
can Representative Curtis, the author of a 
rival plan for preservation of the rivers by 
the National Forest Service. 

In view of Mr. Udall’s enthusiastic endorse- 
ment of a National Park for the Ozarks, we 
hope Mr. Curtis will now add his support to 
the Symington-Long-Ichord bill to preserve 
the area under administration by the National 
Park Service. Mr. Curtis has said he will sup- 
port any “reasonable” plan. 

Representative Paul Jones has reported 
some opposition by his constituents in Ripley 
county to the Park Service plan, and _ has 
taken no position on either bill. We hope that 
Mr. Jones and the people of Ripley county 
will back the Park Service plan. If not, per- 
haps the boundaries could be redrawn to 
exclude the area of opposition. 

A simple amendment to the Symington- 
Long-Ichord bill is all that is needed to create 
a National Park. No changes in sections of 
the bill calling for hunting and for life occu- 
pancy of land taken for a park are contem- 
plated. While the distinction between a 
national park and a national monument are 
slight, Park status, in the words of Mr. Udall. 
“upgrades” the project. A National Park is a 
place of outstanding scenic beauty that should 
be preserved for the benefit of all Americans. 


Rebels in South Viet Nam 


There are disquieting reports of more mili- 
tary activity in South Viet Nam. Communist 
rebels are said to have attacked two govern- 
ment outposts north of Saigon in the last few 
days, which may not be particularly signifi- 
cant, as Saigon officials say. On the other 
hand, the attacks might indicate the rebels 
are preparing for major assaults. There are 
also reports that Communist North Vietnam- 
ese troops may move south when the rainy 
season ends in a month or so. 

The reports, regardless of their substance, 
are reminders that while the world is con- 


centrating on crises elsewhere Communist ac- 


tivity persists in South Viet Nam despite the 
renewed efforts of the Diem regime. The 
danger is not so much in the sporadic rebel 
attacks, but in the possibility that the attacks 
represent a secondary phase of the Commu- 
nist total effort, and that the political ground- 
work for them has already been laid. 

This would follow the Communist pattern. 
in which political maneuvering, propaganda, 
assassination, guerrilla activity and educa- 
tional work are parts of an integrated whole, 
carried on year after year. This is much 
more difficult to combat than, for example, 
an assault by North Vietnamese troops across 
the border. That would be open aggression, 
and it seems an unlikely tactic if the objec- 
tive can be gained by more subtle means. 
_-The Administration has undertaken a pro- 
gram of increased aid to South Viet Nam and 


has recently stepped up the flow of com- 
munications equipment to help counter hit- 
and-run raids. The heightened Communist 
pressure in Viet Nam, coupled with the un- 
certainty in Laos, where peace negotiations 
are stalled, warns of conflict in the whole 
area. The hour is late in Indochina. 


Too Many School Districts 


Public school enrollment in St. Louis 
county has climbed by 6.2 per cent and now 
runs to 125,727, which in ordinary circum- 
stances is more than enough pupils to permit 
a wide range of course material and the most 
efficient employment of teachers. Unfor- 
tunately, however, public education in the 
county is organized into 27 school districts 
each existing in its own little world. Most of 
them are too small to offer children the 
widest possible educational opportunities at 
reasonable cost. 

Only two, Ritenour and Ferguson-Floris- 
sant, meet the standard suggested in a study 
of school district size made for the National 
Education Association as reported in the Met- 
ropolitan St. Louis Survey. The NEA study 
concluded that a district large enough to 
“furnish adequate special supervisory serv- 
ices and to employ specialists in such fields 
as music, art and vocational education at a 
cost bearing a reasonable relationship to the 
total cost of the educational program needs 
an enrollment of 10,000 to 12,000 pupils.” 

Ritenour enrolled 12,007 this year and Fer- 
guson-Florissant 11,270, with all the others 
far, far behind. Districts in the next largest 
grouping number only four and each is about 
30 per cent smaller than Ritenour. They in- 
clude Hazelwood, Kirkwood, University City 
and Webster Groves. The Jefferson Barracks 
district has only 73 pupils; Maryland Heights 
and Valley Park have fewer than 1000 each, 
and Bayless, Brentwood, Wellston and Kin- 
loch handle fewer than 2000 pupils. The bulk 
of the districts have enrolled between 2000 
and 5000 youngsters. In St. Louis, which is 
one schoo] district, enrollment has remained 
Steady at about 103,000. 

All of which suggests that the County 
Board of Education still has a good deal of 
work ahead of it. The County Board operates 
no schools of its own; its sole function is to 
propose school-district consolidations. In re- 
cent years it has had only mixed success. 
Even so, it surely will not consider its mission 
accomplished so long as three districts the 
size of Jefferson Barracks, Maryland Heights 
and Valley Park are forced to struggle along 
on their own. 


Blame for Testing 

The disheartening factor in the United 
States Information Agency’s summary of 
world reaction to the resumption of nuclear 
testing by the Soviet Union is that while there 
is criticism of Russia there is no praise for 
the United States. The Russians, first to re- 
sume testing after the moratorium of nearly 
three years, have exploded 15 bombs in the 
atmosphere, all releasing poisonous radio- 
active fallout. The United States has exploded 
at least two bombs underground, where no 
harm can be done, and none in the atmos- 
phere. The U.S.A. survey finds that while 
the Russians suffered their worst propaganda 
setback since the Hungarian revolt in 1956 
by resuming testing, a common reaction was, 
in effect, “‘A plague on both your houses.” 
The United States policy was not followed 
for the purpose of obtaining propaganda 
credit, but it was a responsible policy and 
that fact should be appreciated. 


Return of the Aldermen 


The return of the Aldermen from summer 
recess marks an open resumption of the effort 
by union electricians and electrical contrac- 
tors to rig the city’s model Building Code. 

Mayor Tucker vetoed their crippling amend- 
ment to the code’s electrical section just be- 
fore the Board quit four months ago. He 
deserves to be upheld, and at the moment it 
looks as though he will be. Twenty votes are 
required to override, and the code-wreckers 
evidently do not have that many in their 
pockets. That is the unmistakable meaning 
of the decision to postpone a vote on whether 
to override. 

If Aldermanic President Cervantes and 
other leaders in the overwhelmingly Demo- 
cratic board stand firm in support of the pub- 
lic interest in the code as originally adopted, 
the electricians ultimately will have to back 
down. But if the Aldermen cave in under 
pressure from the electricians, then the brick- 
layers will demand the same kind of favored 
treatment. One favor leads to another, and 
one special interest after another will want 
its share. 

St. Louis is on the verge of a substantial 
building boom growing. out of the Mill Creek 
redevelopment, the riverfront-stadium projects 
and the rebuilding of the Kosciusko area, 
among others. This is no time to impose 
impediments to efficiency in the construction 
business. The Aldermen ought to support the 
Mayor on this matter and then get on to other 
business, of which there is plenty. 


New Bus Ticket 
The Interstate Commerce Commission’s new 
rules against interstate bus segregation pro- 
vide new grounds for legal action against ra- 
cial restrictions, and also bring the ICC itself 
into the campaign against discrimination. 
Ample precedent exists for the ICC action. 
The Interstate Commerce Act prohibits inter- 
State common carriers from “unjust discrim- 
ination.” In 1955, the ICC acted against ra- 
cial restrictions in railroad stations. In the 
same year the commission ruled against seg- 
regated travel on busses, and last year the 
Supreme Court barred discrimination inside 
bus stations serving interstate passengers. 
With such rulings behind it, the ICC has 
obtained at least one court conviction, involv- 
ing a Georgia bus company. For the most 
part, court action has been unnecessary. In 
June the Greyhound company quietly desegre- 
gated its main Alabama facilities following the 
Freedom Rides. Major bus lines are bound 
to follow the new regulations affecting both 
busses and major terminals. On Nov. 1, in- 
terstate busses must display signs prohibiting 
racial seating arrangements. Notices on 
tickets will repeat the prohibition later on. 
Lack of such clear and specific regulatory 
admonitions helped to contribute to unrest 
and disorder, Attorney General Robert, Ken- 
nedy said last June in urging ICC action. The 
result now is indeed a compliment to his ener- 
getic leadership in the field of civil rights. 
The Attorney General wrote out the bus 
ticket; the ICC has punched it.

Underground in Cuba 


Pole Who Became Cuban, Fought Two Dictators, Describes Anti-Castro Resistance

Hundreds of words about Cuba are 
written today, but seldom do they men- 
tion the underground, those thousands 
of men and women who carry the main 
burden of the anti-Castro fight. Who 
they are, how do they operate and 
what do they feel, are the questions 
my friends have asked since I fled 
from Cuba. 

Underground resistance to Fidel Cas- 
tro’s regime is a vast enterprise. He 
himself admitted that 3 per cent of the 
population is in the 
active opposition. 
This represents 
about 200,000 young 
men and women, 
mostly workers 
and middle class. 
Most of the lead- 
ers, as well as the 
rank and file of the underground, had 
backed Fidel Castro during his first 
months. 


At the beginning of 1960 it was rela- 
tively easy to meet, establish contacts, 
and create a nucleus of organizations 
which mushroomed to about 40 groups. 
The regime’s retaliation was felt at 
once. 


As a counter measure the under- 
ground introduced professional meth- 
ods of operation. A system of five- 
to 10-men cells was employed and cen- 
tral directorate set up to tighten the 
discipline and control. Also, many or- 
ganizations merged. Before the inva- 
sion, there were only five major re- 
sistance groups in Cuba. Their chief 
aim, the insurrection, had to be care- 
fully planned and above all the climate 
for it prepared. 

With 30,000 political prisoners in 
Cuba, there is one chance out of six 
to be able to carry on. So dangerous 
and nerve-straining it is that only the 
young can do so for any length of time.

The Revolution Goes On 


After becoming too conspicuous in one 
place, they can reappear in different 
towns under different names. 

Everybody knows the punishment 
whenever caught. For possessing ex- 
plosives, a firing squad. For distribut- 
ing anti-government leaflets no less 
than three years in jail is given, and 
for their printing, a 20-year sentence 
is not unusual.

The underground’s original plan 
called for a complete moral undermin- 
ing of the regime by the end of July 
The tension increased in accordance 


_ with the timetable. 


Above all, the whole population was 
openly talking of a mecessary and im- 
minent change, as ‘“‘things could not go 
on like this any longer.’’ That was pre- 
cisely the very objective of the under- 
ground: to convince the people of Cuba 
of the transitory character of the re- 
gime. That task was very nearly done. 

At that moment, to the stupefaction 
of the underground, the invasion start- 
ed. In three days the work of many 
months was wiped out almost com 
pletely and the pendulum of public 
opinion turned the other way. 


The conditions under which the un- 
derground operated changed entirely 
after the April invasion, In the mass 
arrests that followed, many of the lead- 
ers were caught, others went into exile 
or sought asylum. However, its main 
body remains intact. Aided by increas- 
ing economic difficulties it has shaken 
off the feeling of defeat. 

They have again that feeling of ulti- 
mate victory, lost for a time, a feeling 
which makes great and impossible 
tasks look small and easy. They are 
i 2gaining confidence and all they need 
now is help to carry on the fight. This 
might be the last chance because there 
can be no second resurrection, 


Fast Transportation Needed From The Memphis Commercial Appeal 


Whenever discussions of traffic prob- 
lems develop, the cry is nearly always 
that there are too few parking places 
and not enough wide streets. Note an 
exception, however, for officials of 
London Transport in their report for 
1960. They said bluntly that there 
were too many cars and they strongly 
urged commuters to leave their motor 
vehicles at home and use subway, 
train or bus to get to work and back 
again.

Between Book Ends Three Poets, Various Debts 


APOLLONIAN POEMS, by Arthur 
Freeman. (Atheneum, 70 pgs., $3.50.) 


THE MANY ISLANDS, by William 


Goodreau. (Atheneum, 61 pgs., $3.50.) 


POEMS AND TRANSLATIONS, by 
Thomas Kinsella. (Atheneum, 89 
pas., $3.50.) 

These three new books of verse, 
issued simultaneously by the same 
publisher, represent well, many of the 
influences on new poetry in our lan- 
guage. They also contain a few memo- 
rable poems and many more which 
readers will find interesting from the 
standpoint of style and technique. 

Arthur Freeman, at 23, is the young- 
est of the three poets. His ‘‘Apollonian 
Poems” are in the Pound-Eliot tradi- 
tion, and he blends history, mythology 
and personal travel experiences into 
his verse. Besides Pound and Eliot, 
he draws on many other sources from 
Virgil (‘‘Pyrrhus in Troy’’) to Verlaine 
(‘‘Passage”). Sometimes he skillfully 


combines history with reality, as in 
“On State Street.”” He affects seldom 
used words (‘“favrile,” ‘‘fusty,”’ ‘“‘nun- 
cio,’’ “tutee”’) and, with such lines as 
“apropos dialectology,” makes his se- 
rious verse half humorous. Despite 
the many influences which make this 
book uneven in quality, Mr. Freeman 
has a fresh approach to his craft and 
has promising flashes of originality. 
“The Many Islands,” by 30-year-old 
William Goodreau, derives its title 
from a verse in Psalm 96. Mr. Good- 
reau believes that poetry should cele 
brate and some of his best verses 
(‘‘Jubilate’”’ and “A Song’’) follow the 
psalmodic practice of celebration. His 
verse, although ambiguous in charac- 
terization, is clear in details of places 


whose poems are in- 
in translation. Four of 


the original poems. here, on Catholic 


themes, are done with particularly fine 
skill and imagination: ‘“‘Three Poems 
for Nuns” and the long concluding 
narrative, ‘‘Father » Sebastien Rale, 
S.J... The latter concerns a French 
missionary who was sent to New 
France 300 years ago. 
Thomas Kinsella, 33,

DEARMONT SPEAKS 
AT UNDENWOOD

Fullback Brown, gain- 
ing 50 of his 94 yards in the 
fourth quarter, made possible 
Cleveland's 10-point finish. 

But if the wily Etcheverry 
hadn’t been kayoed, the Browns 


might never have muddled 
through their first victory of 
the season. 


Pass protection blocking was 
about the only thing the Cardi- 
nals left to be desired as they 
threw everything but the kitchen 


sink at the 10-point-favorite 
Browns. 

Blockers’ Bad Day. 
“The pass blocking wasn’t 


good,’’ said the veteran tackle 
and offensive captain, Ed Cook. 
“I had a bad day myself. I’m 
going to try to get all the guys 
in the offensive line together 
Monday and go over the films 
and see what we can do about

Etcheverry was felled by a 
heavy Cleveland charge early in 
the third quarter. 

“He was completley knocked 
out when I got to him,” trainer 
Jack Rockwell related later. ‘‘He 
regained his senses quickly, but 
he couldn’t put things together 
for quite a while.” 

As a result, Sam’s only re- 
maining action was to hold the 
ball for Gerry Perry’s 10-yard

Bob Cochran, the _ reigning 
master of amateur golf in thee 
parts, started his off season to- 
day, calling it quits on a com-

‘This is it,”” he said after win- 
ning the Champion of Champions 
tournament at Forest Park yes- 
terday. “I'm going to take it 
easy now. I'll stay in condition 
over the winter, of course, and 
I'm on the Americans Cup team 
for the play in Mexico next 
month, but this is it. No more 
tournaments until the Masters.” 


This was the eighth time 
Cochran, who recently returned 
from the Walker Cup matches 
and National Amateur tourna- 
ment on the West Coast, has 
won ahe 36-hole Champion of 
Champions competition among 
club champs in the District Golf 
Association. 

Six Under Par. 

To do it, the lean and wiry 
Grey Fox shot a 66-68—134, six 
under par for the 2839-yard, nine- 
hol. Triple A course, that turned 
back a run for the title by Virgil 
Bernsen and beat the host club 
champion by four strokes 
Cochran, from Norwood, turned 
in a 32-34 in the morning round, 
which removed any doubt about 
whom the field had to beat, and 
then coasted in with a 4-34 
after the mid-day downpour to 
prove he still was the best of 
the amateurs in this area 

Not that it needed prov 
but it’s become a matter of pride 
for the intensely competitive vet- 
eran. And he left no doubt about 
it when he closed the door on 
Bernsen’s fading chances by 
getting birdies on the last two 
holes. 

At the thirty-fifth hole, a 516- 
vard par five that doglegs to tlie 
left, the 48-year-old paper sales- 
man chipped up from 50 yards 
out and the ball ran up within 
12 inches of the cup for an easy 
birdie four. On the final hole, 
with a gallery at the green, 
Cochran put away a 15-fcot, up- 
hill putt for a birdie three. 

Dead Duck. 

The bird was a dead duck as 
soon as Cochran’s putter hit the 
ball. Almost before the ball 
dropped, Bernsen said, to no one 
in particular, ‘““You can see why 
he’s on the Walker Cup team.”’ 

It was a futile day of second- 
bests for Bernsen, a 42-year-old 
district manager for a glass jr 
firm. Ye finished second to 
Frank Furlong Jr. of Norwood 
in the driving contest, and then 
missed in his bid to overhaul 
Cochran, winding up as runner- 
up in the tournament for the 
second straight year 

Still, he might have won but 
for.a double bogey six on the 
eighteenth hole, where he drove 
out of bounds after a run of 
four consecutive birdies. He 
birdied three of four holes mid- 
way in the final round, closing 
within two strokes of Cochran 
after having fallen five behind, 
but he couldn’t match the swilt-

Believing his wife had been | 
thrown clear, as he had, Pierce 
looked about first for his chil- 
dren, Cathy, 8 years old, and 
Johnny, 7. He rapped on the 
hull and heard his children still 
inside the boat. Pierce called 
that he would get them out. 

He ducked under water, pried 
open the bowhatch and brought 
the youngsters out in two trips. 


| He handed them to crewmen of

“I'd had it by then,” Pierce 
said. He was pulled aboard the 
boat, and crewmen rescued his 
mother, 69.

Kennedy’s restraint in Laos and 
in Cuba, Kennedy’s willingness 
to talk about bringing Communist 
China into the United Nations 
and his support for membership 
in that body for Outer Mongolia. 
This rising opposition of the 
Republicans to the conduct of 
foreign policy in Washington 
doesn’t worry Mr. Kennedy too 
-much. He rather welcomes a 


familiar domestic battle with the 


opposition at home rather than 
the complex controversies with 
the Russians, the Allies, and the 
neutrals overseas. But he is a 
political animal, and political 
considerations will undoubtedly 
cross his mind when he goes to 
Newport in the next few days to 
think all this over. 


| More important than the politi- 
cal charges of the opposition are 
the opinions of that group of his 
_advisers who think that power 
\is the decisive factor in current 
‘world conflicts and that national 
power, rather than the opinions 
of the Allies or the neutrals, 
should be given a much larger 
role in the President’s decision. 

The argument of this group is 
that everybody else in the world 
seems to be thinking in terms 
of national interest and that Mr, 
Kennedy should do the same. 
The idea that opinion in the Al- 
lied and neutral world is power- 
ful has been tried and has not 


been proved effective, they 
argue. 
Accordingly, they conclude 


,that the time has come to stop 
being afraid of national power 
in the United States and trying 
to avoid the responsibilities of 
national power by leaving things 
to the Allies, the neutrals and 
the United Nations. In short, 
they are telling the President: 
let’s take the Allies and neu- 
trals at the level of their ac- 
tions and decide things, as they 
do, on the basis of national in- 
terest. 


It would be too much to say 
that this amounts to a reviyal of 
isolationist sentiment in Wash- 
ington, but the fact remains that 
these questions are being dis- 
cussed. In the end, they may 
not prevail, but there should be 
‘no doubt in the Allied and neu- 
tral world that these considera- 
tions are now coming into review 
at the highest levels of the Unit- 
ed States government.

Basic Rules for 


Party Giving 


Outlined by Professionals

LOOKING FOR IDEAS for your autumn entertaining? Here 
is a whole page of them, gathered at the recent Food Editors 
Conference. It is quite an assortment, ranging all the way from 
breakfast to midnight snack, from simple service to culinary 
triumph. We offer them to you on a sort of cafeteria basis, 


so that you may choose those that fit into your own 


First of all, we pass along 
some basic rules for party giv- 
ing. One session of the confer- 
ence was devoted to this sub- 
ject; it was pointed out that: 

‘‘Man is a social animal. Like 
it or not, every man and his 
spouse is involved in the giving 
of, going to or getting out of 
social gatherings.”” True; how 
very true. 

Equally true was the point that 
ft is a smart homemaker who 
creates an atmosphere of gaiety, 
relaxation and wholesome recre- 
ation in her own house. She’s 
the one who knows every pri- 
mary grader in the neighbor- 
hood; she knows where her teen- 
agers are (in the basement). She 
understands a lot about her hus- 
band’s boss; he was the man 
who came to dinner last month. 

Now for that basic advice, 
based upon the experience of 
those for whom party-giving is 
a profession. 

The professionals say the im- 
portant thing is to sit down and 
“think out” a party in minute 
detail. 

Think about who the guests 
will be, what they like to do, 
how they will eat (with forks or 
fingers, depending upon the 
menu; sitting at tables, eating 
off of trays, or standing); and 
what they want to eat. 

Think about where they will 
put their wraps when they come 
in the door; where they will sit 
or stand once inside. Think about 
their smoking and talking habits. 
Even think out how you will 
gracefully shut off the party 
when that time comes. 

Certainly one of the most im- 
portant elements in the success 
of your party is the food. Think 
about how you will serve at the 
same time you are deciding 
what to serve. Think in terms 
of easy recipes that don’t look 
or taste as if they were easy to 
make. Collect recipes from the 
food pages of your newspaper 
and file them away systematic- 
ally until you have a workable 
file of ideas upon which to draw 
for any kind of a party. 

Strive always for good taste, 
whether the party is for pre- 
schoolers or the local Little 
Theater group. Look for the se- 
crets of better taste that will 
make the food you serve dif- 
ferent and outstanding. If the 
recipe calls fora blend of Tropi- 
cal herbs and spices (aromatic 
bitters), remember that this in- 
gredient was put in there for a 
tasteful purpose. 

According to the professionals, 
it is attention to such details 
that add up to the big success. 

If you are serving potables, be 
sure you have plenty of ice, and

Leakage of the Heart 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: My doctor tells me T have leakage 
of the heart and that it is nothing serious. I would appreciate 
some information on the subject. MRS. F. A. 


Leakage of the heart is a simplified term that 
4 doctors have used 
quite frequently, per- 
haps without realizing 
that patients don’t 
want us to oversimpli- 
fy. They’d rather have 
the facts, even if it 
means a little technical 
process. 
Es Leakage of the heart 
ae p doesn’t mean. that 
blood is leaking out of 
the organ. It merely 
means that one of the 
several valves in the 
heart doesn’t open and 
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shut quite correctly. 


The mitral valve is the usual one, but other valves may 
he affected instead. Or as a result of infection. the tissues of 
the valves may become scarred. The opening of the valve may 
be wider, or may be narrower than normal. Some blood may 
leak back when the valve is supposed to close, or there may 
be some swirling of blood (causing a ‘“‘murmur’”’). Either way, 
it is ‘‘leakage.”’ 

The infections causing this usually are rheumatic fever, 
or some other strep infection, or perhaps syphilis, or maybe 
some other germ. However, rheumatic fever is the chief 
Villain. It is an ornery, deceptive disease because the heart 
damage (scarring of the valve) occurs AFTER the original 
symptoms of the attack have waned. 


Sometimes the trouble becomes apparent only after 
repeated attacks of infection that cause heart valve 
scars. And very often—this is important—there is 
scarring, and nence leakage of the heart, which can 
be detected by murmurs, by the stethoscope, yet are 
not serious enough to cause any symptoms in the 
patient. 

There can be leakage of the heart that we can de- 
tect by hearing, but it isn’t serious, and won't be 


serious, unless some added infection (and scarring) 
eccurs, 


Such minor leakages are a useful warning. They tell us 
not to fret, not to be fearful, but to avoid any further scarring 
or involvement by subsequent infections. 

We may do this by medication if we have a repeat attack 
of rheumatic fever and by immediate treatment if we have a 
“strep throat,”’ or any infection. For one example, removal 
of an infected tooth may release a flow of strep germs. A 
wise precaution is to have sulfa (or newer antibiotics) for a 
vay or two before and after the extraction. 

Once a person knows that he has such “leakage” of the. 


heart, he shouldn't become frightened or panicky, instead he 


should be wary of any subsequent infection. He should have 
periodic checkups, perhaps every three or six months.

OUR FIRST NiGHT on safari 
passed quietly enough with the 
exception of the incident of the 
camel which tried to eat Bob 
Leach’s mosquiio net (inside of 
which was Bob) and then pro- 
ceeded to drink all the water out 
of the beer cooler 

In the morning, after a break- 
fast of canned pears, bread and 
cotiee, | rode out ahead of the 
others with Sebataye (the second 
horse groom) and Sara, the head 
camel groom, in search of meat. 

Sara’s willingness to partici- 


pate in the hunt was based pri- 
marily on the fact that he was 
the party’s only Mohammedan 
and could eat no meat which had 
not died by the knife of a be- 
liever.

It was close thorn country but 
soon we spotted a herd of impala, 
the dainty red buck which most 
resemble American deer. They 
were skittish and before we 
could get a shot, they bolted and 
were off in a fiurry of waoite 

ttoms and flashing hooves 

Casting around through the 
bush we picked up a herd of 
Grant’s gazelle nibbling at the 
sparse grass among the thorns. 
Again, the shot was not to my 
liking but I took it anyway, the 
buck swerving as | fired, my 
shot going high and whistling 
off among the thorns. 

We cast about agin. picked 
up the impala again and after 
a careful stalk, a deceat fully 
grown male presented himself 
as he stood facing us under @ 
smalt bush I sighted carefully 
this time at the base of his 
neck, remembered to take a deep 
breath and to let half of it out, 
squeezed the trigger and heard 
the dull smacking sound which 
meant a kill. 

Sara bounded 
knife unsteathed, 
animal's throat 

Sara called to Sebataye to g0 
back for the camels and began 
to dress the animal. I sat smok- 
ing’ under the bush and thinking 
of the animals I had killed well 
and of those fortunately fewer 
ones I had butchered. 

The others came up with the 
camels and we loaded the impala 
aboard one of them and set off 
again, threading our way around 
the foothills of the Matthews 
range. 

It soon became hot, the flies 
buzzed furiously and the horses 
suffered. We were all stiff from 
the first day’s ride so we dis- 
mounted under a large acacia 
when we came to a village of 
seven or eight Samburu huts of 
hides and mud. 

The chief came out to greet 
us and brought a gourd of milk 
and some foul-looking tea. Po- 
liteness required that we accept 
one or the other so John, who 
actually likes the stuff, took the 
milk and we settled for tea, 

The milk, which is allowed 
to curdle into a thick, lumpy 
brew, is the principal food of 
the Samburu. The tea was thick 
and smelled of wood smoke but 
we managea te get it down with- 
out committing any faux pas._ 

The chief, a tall, light-skinned 
man (few East Africans are 
really black) with deép-set, i 
tense eyes said that it was a bad 
year: the drouth was bitter,

buru territory in large numbers, 
the government was still insist- 
ing on the collection of. taxes, 
alrnough the ‘people were poor. 

Leopards were troubling his 
flocks, he added. He had never 


heard of either Russia or Ameri- 
ca and had vet to visit Nairobi, 
Kenya's capital. None of the 
names of the present-day Kenya 
politicians were familiar to him 
but he had heard once of Jomo 
Kenyatta, whom he believed to 
be a Kikuyu witch (Kenyatta's 
grandfather and father were 
both witch doctors and the na- 
tionalist leader dabbled 
cery aS a youngster). 

We gave the chief tobacco and 
salt, apologized for not being in 
a position to rid him of his 
leopards (we had no license) and 
rode on until we came to the 
Ngeng stream bed. There we 
turned east and rode up inio 
the foothills of the lordly 
Matthews, as lonely and brood- 
ing a range of mountains as 
ever existed. 

High in the foothills the Ngeng 
began to flow and we camped 
in a grove of. trees along its 
banks. 

The next morning we decided 
on our general route: We would 
cut to the northwest across the 
spurs of the Matthews moun- 
tains to the Seya stream bed, 
follow it north until it joins the 
Barsaloi, follow the Barsalo 
westward to the Maralal escarp- 
ment and thén cut back across 
the plains to the villazge of Wam- 
ba, our starting point. 

All this, of course, is subject 
to change. If we hit bad country, 
we will speed up; if we run into 
a nice herd of elephant with 
some big bulls, we may follow 
them for a few days. 

We are dependent only on our 
abilitv to find water and to shoot 
an occasional animal for meat. 
We are free as few men are free 
in 1961. * 

By 7 a.m., feeling better for 
our dip in the stream, we were 
in the saddle and riding over 
very rough and hilly country, 
the camels making slow progress, 
their soft pads not taking to the 
sharp stones and the steep 
gradients. 

All of us were quite sore and 
it was a relief to be walking 
rather than cantering or (partic- 
ularly) trotting. In the hills we 
saw elephant browsing amongst 
the trees, their huge shapes red 
with the dust of Africa. 

After a hard morning’s ride 
with wonderful 100-mile views 
across the empty savannahs to 
the distant blue hills we reached 
a small dry stream bed winding 
down out of the Matthews which 
logic told us eventually would 
reach Seya. 

We had no compass and the 
18-year-old military maps. we 
were using obviously left some- 
thing to be desired as far as 
accuracy was concerned. Vast 
stretches were marked ‘‘patches 
of cotton soil,” “no water,” 
“Hittle or no vegetation’ or, 
more cryptically, “seasonal hot 
liquid’ and ‘not suitable for 
landing.” The African grooms, 
with the exception of Sara, the 
chief camel groom, were not 
familiar with this country.

carries water only when it rains, 
we couldn't resist a gallop. My

told him that we would not camp 
here but would eat. rest for an 
hour, and then push on to the 
peva.

Apparently they had been used 
to strictly hunting safaris which 
came in, made a base camp, and 
thyn hunted out of it on horse- 
back, leaving the camel 
fill up on meat. 

We lunched on bacon 
beans while the boys 
smoked impala meat. Yourram 
Mzee, Bob’s servant, poured off 
about a cup of bacon fat and 
drank it like a cup of coffee, as- 
serting that it would give him 
much strength. He is a man of 50 
and, although he is holding up

The camels and the horses were 
tired and we had made them 
march too far. 1 suspect he also 
added some _ choice Rendille 
phrases about our ancestry. 

So we decided to make the 
next march a short one to give 
men and animals a chance to 
recover their strength and their 
spirits. The news about the 
malaria was bad since my wife 
Kitty and I had not had time to 
unpack our kit in storage in Nai- 
robi and had no nets. 

In the morning we woke after 
a bad night plagued by many 
mosquitoes to find a fine buffalo

Our Changing Schools 


ARE THE SCHOOLS trying to be all things to all people? 


Sometimes it sounds this way when the so-called “‘frills’’ of 
modern education are discussed. 
Among advocates of the ‘return to the 3-Rs” idea, noth- 


ing ranks higher than the non-academic activity as a thing to 
distrust. Music, drama, driver education, teen-age grooming, 
and most shop courses have had their share of bitter con- 
demnation. 

But we live in a changing world. Most of the changes 
that have brought non-academic subjects into our school cur- 
riculums date from the first compulsory-attendance laws. 
These laws were, themselves, 
society. The laws were designed at least as much to keep 
children out of the labor market as to 
cation. 

The drastic increase in the rate of change for our whole 
society dates from about the same time. Inventions and ad- 
vancement in the fields of communications, technology and 
transportation ushered in a whole new age along with the 
twentieth century. Changes in our schools simply reflect these 
changes. 


The laws which forced children to remain in school 
until they had either graduated from high school or 
reached some maximum age, which might vary from 
14 to_18 years, posed real problems for schools. Chil- 
dren who had given up and quit school after three or 
four years of fruitless effort were now held in place 
by the new laws. The schools at first held these chil- 
dren at grade level, or passed them to a higher grade 
only after they had mastered the work of the grade. 
Soon it was common to find broad age-spreads in the 
lower grades. One could hardly be surprised when 
15-year-old third graders became quite a problem. 


Then the schools changed. They began a policy of age 
promotion. At least it kept age groups together. It also took 
some of the emotional pressure off the unsuccessful student 
whose nose was being rubbed in his obvious failure. 

Other things were changing, too. Movies, radio, automo- 
biles and good roads were opening new horizons. The world 
was changing and it soon became obvious that many things 
which had been ‘“‘good enough’ were going to be “good 
enough” no longer. As the phonograph and radio brought 
good music within reach of everyone, musical tastes changed. 
By public demand the music programs in the schools were 
improved and extended. 

As motion pictures began to give glimpses of newer, more 
glamorous ways of living, ways of living changed—radically! 
New. standards of dress, housing, sanitation, diet, grooming 
and behavior crept across our land—and right into our schools. 


As the tractor and milking machine replaced the 
horse and hired hand, as machines replaced muscle, 
new skills were needed. Skills that couldn’t always be 
learned by working alongside father. Legislation 
brought shop and business courses to help fill the 
need. The ever-expanding use of automobiles, the 
quickening economy that made them available to 
teen-agers, led ‘to results you know about. Our law- 
makers were bowing to public demand when they set 
up programs of driver education in schools, 


Where are the 3Rs? They are still there, still filling the 


- needs of students. 


The schools are designed to meet the demands of the 
community. They've changed; yes, but it was the community 
that changed them. The schools will change still more, just 
how we can’t be sure. But they will change—because we are 
stili in a changing world.
